The spirit of Captain Kidd might 
well have cheered on the scene that 
was enacted on the "Pacific Queen” 
shortly after midnight yesterday 
when three “young hoodlums” were 
routed from the old square rigger 
by the custodians brandishing wick­ 
ed looking cutlasses. 
Julius Rodman, managing agent, 
«aid that he and Lamar Franklin,

Gel Fruit Salads 
For The Holidays 


Gel fruit salads and desserts may 
be varied according to the fruits 
and juices available. One can be 
quite imaginative in the types of 
juices used. Just remember that one 
envelope of unflavored gelatine will 
gel two cups of liquid. If sugar is 
added, count it as part of the total 
liquid because it goes into solution. 
Two cups of diced fruits may also 
be added. 
When it is time to unmold a 
gelatine dish, dip the mold in warm 
water. The water should he in a 
container deep enough so that the 
gnold can be immersed to its depth. 
It you are using glass molds, use 
very hot water to loosen the gelatine 
as glass is a slower conductor as 
compared with metal molds. Then 
loosen gelatine around top edge of 
mold with tip of a paring knife. 
Place serving dish on top of mold 
and turn upside down. Shake, hold­ 
ing saving dish tightly to the mold.

WASHINGTON i/Ph -Flying mu- 
eers may be only “spot.* before the 
eye«” that all of ti* can have — 
especially folks with upset stomachs 
or migraine headaches—a Lot As* 
gele* doctor s&ld today. 
Dr. Edgar F. Mauer said the oft- 
reported discs which hate made 
some folks wonder about visitor* 
from miter space may well be “rnus- 
cae votitaates” or possibly “scintil­ 
lating scotoma”—tilt technical mon­ 
ickers of “spots” before the peepers. 
In a confmiiniqBe to the technical 
magazine “Science.” he said muscae 
volitantes are caused by the shadows 
cast upon the retina by certain 
tissue cells of the eye itaelf. 
They can pop up before anyone's 
eyes tinder certain conditions, “such 
as exposure to a uniform bright 
surface, or when looking through a 
microscope.”
